If I wore the editor of the Washington 
Post and had nothing to do with killing the AP story or seeing to it that my paper 
did not have a beat on it I 1 d want to know if those under me were impartial and 
followed sound, impartial editorial judgment* 

The way things are going you may come to realize how I feel and have felt 
all these years when the rich and influential papers failed on this major story 
and then treated ** and my work as they havewMde I kept going deeper and deeper 
into debt to do what the papers should have^mcT* failed to do* 

There are many stories not yet written that could have been, including by the 
Post, for a decade* I hope to have a hock wit a much of what the Warren Commission 
did not have out pretty soon* As fast as a one-man investigator/ researcher/ publisher 
(including mail room) and sometime lawyer can* 

As I think you know, I have nothing that most editors would consider a 
public relations department*
